BACKGROUND

Drunk Busters of America, LLC provides equipment and presentations on the harmful
effects of drunk driving and other impaired driving. The company utilizes specialized
goggles to simulate the effects of impairment, including reduced alertness, slowed
reaction time, confusion, visual distortion, alteration of depth and distance perception,
reduction of peripheral vision, poor judgment and decision making. The pedal car is used
to demonstrate the lack of control that is exhibited while wearing the goggles. After
making a recent presentation in our community, the company donated the equipment to
the Washoe County Sheriff’s Office.
